division. Mr. <Mny (Qa.) d^Utered a Cdfe- 
fullv prepared speech on the Philippliics. 
He favored the’ adoption of the Bacon 
resolutions declaring It to be the policy 
of the United States to turn over the Is- 
lands to tho Filipinos as soon as a stable 
goverhhicht could be established by them 
under the protection of tfiis country. The 
Porto lucan tarllt bill Was made the un- 
finished business, and will be considered 
as soon as the conferenco report on the 
finance bill shall have been disposed of 
next Tuesday. 

HoUer^The democrats scored their first 
victory of tllC session on the motion to 
take up the contested election case of 
Aldrich vs. Robbins front the Fourth Ala- 
bama district. On two separata votes 
the democrats, with the aid of IWd re- 
publlrans— Mr. Mondell, of Wyoming, and 
H. C. Smith, of Michigan— beat the re- 
publicans upon the quesuon of consid- 
eration. An agreement was made to con- 
sider the Loud bill relating to sscond- 
class mall matter March 20. A bill passed 
to grant an American register to the ship 
Windward. In which I.leut. Perry will 
make an attempt to reach the north pole. 

Washington, March 2.— Senate— Interest 
In tho Porto Rican tariff measure now 
has been transferred from the house to 
the senate. Consideration of the hill em- 
bodying substantially tiiC provisions of 
the house bill, and In addltioil providing 
for a temporary form of civil ifpvern- 
ment for the Island of Porto Rico. WC* 
begun, several speeches being made. An 
hour and a half of the session was de- 
voted to consideration of the Quay case, 
Mr, Hour (Mh.«s.) presenting an able con- 
.stltutlonal argument In tavor of seating 
Mr. Quay on the ground, mainly, that It 
was the Intention of the framers of the 
constitution that the senate at all times 
should have Its full quota of meiniters. 

House— Within two hours of a special 
message from the president recommend- 
ing iRo Immediate passage of a bill to 
pbiee tn'hia hands all the moneys col- 
lected upon Porto Rican goods since tho 
Bpgnish evacuation or the Island to bo 
used for the relief of the Porto Ricans, 
had been read to the house, the house 
had passed and sent to the senate a bill 
to carry out the recommendation. The 
bill was passed By a vote of 162 to 1(17. 
13 demoorals, two populists and two sli- 
ver republleans voting with the repub- 
licans in tho alllrmutlve. Bubsequently 
the Aldrlch-Hobblns contested election 
case" from the Fourth Alabama district, 
which the house twice refused to con- 
sider, was taken up. 136 to 129. and was 
debated for the remainder of the day. 

Washington, March 3.— Senate— Without 
dissent, a resolution was adopted calling 
on the roeretary of war for the court- 
martial proceedings held during the war 
ag.alnst Adjt. Gen. Uortiln. The Quay res- 
oliition was taken up and Mr. Russ, of 
Vermont, argued against the seating of 
Mr. Quay. Mr. Toller, of Colorado, deliv- 
ered a lengthy speech on the conference 
report on the financial bill. The senate 
adjourned early on account of the death 
of Representative Kpes. of Virginia. 

House— A Joint resolution was passed 
for the government acitulsltlon of a cer- 
tain reservation of great trees In Cali- 
fornia. Mr. Hay. of Virginia, then an- 
nounced the death of Representative 
Kpes. of Virginia, which occurred Friday 
night. A committee of 18 membc'rs was 
appointed by the si>eaker to act with a 
senate pommitteo ns a funeral escort. As 
further mark of respecd to the deceased, 
the house then ad.tourned until Monday.

Frankfort, Ky., March 0. — Shipment 
of the guns and ammunition of war to 
liondon contiued Monday. Car-load of 
small arms and other equipmeids was 
shipped Monday morbillg. The 
Gatling gnn and other arms In 
use by tlie soldiers on the state 
house square are of course still 
here. Republican Oov. Tiiylor left 
for Ilntler county Monday morn- 
ing to attend tlie funeral of his 
hrotlier, Alonzo Taylor. 

Frankfort, Ky., March 0. — In tlie 
democratic sAintc Monday Senator 
llcil introduced a hill whicli is aimed 
at Rcpnblicun Uov. Taylor and repub- 
lican minor state olTlciais. The bill 
provides that any stale ofliccr who 
shall forcibly liold imsscssion of the 
ofllce for a larger period than five 
days after the legislature or state 
contest board shall have declared an- 
other person legally elected, shall b« 
guilty of felony. 

There was more war talk in the 
democratic senate Monday. Senator 
Triplett, unti-(ioehel democrat, offer- 
ed a resolution to investigate the 
triHh of published reports concerning 
shipment of state guns and military 
paraphanslia to T.ondon by Repnbliran 
Gov. Taylor, and to demand the return 
of same to the state arsenal. If the 
reports are found to be true and re- 
turn of them is refusetl, the commit,v 
tee oppointed to make the investi- 
gation shnR then bring in a Idll mak- 
ing an appropriation of $2.10,000 to 
buy new guns and also authorizing 
Gen. .Tohn H. Cnstlemnn to issue a enll 
for o suffloient uumlier of volunteers 
to take the guns from those now in 
|M>sscH»ion o< them and return them 
lo the arsenal. A storm of upplnuse 
followed the reading of the resolution, 
which lies over one day. 

F rnnkfort, Ky., March 6. — The or- 
ders for shipment of guns and aminn- 
nition from the slate arsenal to Lon- 
don, Ky., by the republienn state au- 
Ihorities was revoked, and n ear load- 
ed with mnnitions of war consigned 
to London was unloaded and its con- 
tents returned to the nrsennl here. 
The ollicials give no reason for the 
change of programme. The soldiers, 
acting under orders, worked nil fore- 
noon loading the car. There is a re- 
port that the war department at 
Washington interferetl and has or- 
dered the guns and ammunition al- 
read taken to London to be returned 
here. 

This promises to be the liveliest 
week in Frankfort since the stormy 
period which immediately followed 
Goebel’s shooting. Before the end of 
the week startling arrests will prob- 
ably he made in the attempt to show 
a eonspiraey in the assassination. The 
three men who chartered the special 
train that brought the mountaineers 
to Frankfort are known, and it is 
liinted that they may he arrested. 

Taylor gives no explanation for 
shipping arms to London further than 
saying that as the soldiers are gone 
the munitions are no longer needed in 
Frankfort.
